FOOTBALL WAR CRIES, 


Britain 1s Now Hearing Fierce Yelle 
From the Colonies. 


Once again a strange war-cry is be 
tng chanted in England. It is that 
of the “Wallabies,” and is, as t 
sample, thus. “Win nang a lan. Wino 
hang a lan. Win nang a lan—naur. 
Mu i an yilang. Bu rang a lan Bu 
tang a lan. Bu rang a lan—yang!” 

Fearful as it looks, it sounds a good 
deal worse, while the gestures which 
accompany its delivery are terrifying; 
but the meaning is all right. The 
whole slogan, which is in the weird 
language used by the aborigines of 
Australia, may be translated: ‘We are 
pleased to meet you. May the best 
man win; but we'll beat you if we 
can ” 

The Maori cries are even more ap- 
palling than those raised by Canadian 
spectators; for, though the men of the 
Dominion nearly split the heavens, 
they vary their din by chanting their 
admiration of » favorite player, as: 
“Jones! Jones '*We--like—Jones !”” 

One of the first colonial teams to 
use a native war-cry in England was 
that composed of Maoris, which some 
years back toured with much success 
in Great Britain. Before exch match 
they massed, and exclaimed in ring- 
ing tones: “Ake! Ake! Kia! Kaka!’ 
This was said to mean, “Be strong!” 

The “All Placks” also brought a 
war cry, which astonished spectators 
as much as their brilliant play. Here 
is the English version: 

Lender: Tt is death! It is death! 
Chorus: It is life! It is life: 


This is the strong one, the 
man of the brawny tribe, 
Who has come to us to cause 

the «un to shine, 
Hurrah! Hurrah! 
He hes caused the sun to 
shine! 


The Maori chant was a prelude to 
every match, and was never omitted 


or allowed to be broken off. When 
the New Zealanders played Black- 
heath, the referee blew his whistle 


for the start while the visitors were 
greeting their opponents; but the 
strange ery went on to the end with- 
out a break. In the North of Eng- 
land, too, some unmannerly specta- 
tors burst into the loeal slogan be- 
fore the Maori chant was finished, 
Again, however, the visitors were un- 
ruffled. 

By far the most thrilling of British 
football slogans sre those of the 
Welsh, who occasionally sing patrio- 
tic songs before beginning a match. 
The most remarkeble instance was at 
Cardiff, when Wales defeated the “All 
Blacks,”” who had till then carried 
everything before them. After the 
New Zealanders had chanted their 
war-sone the Welsh team sang “Land 
of our Fathers,” and the vast sssem- 


bly of forty thdusund took up UT 
strain: 
“The land of my fathers! The land 


of the free!” 
The fervor, the nnison, and the vol- 
nme of sound electrified the New 
Zealanders. 


A Life For a Life. 

Miss Young, of the South Sea Js- 
land Evangelical Mission, who haa re- 
cently returned to Brisbane, after 
four months among these truculent 
islanders, has many interesting things 
to relate as to their customs, Native 
murders, it appears, are of frequent 
occurrence, but a great many are the 
result of feuds between different tribes, 
Two Christian boys belonging to the 
mission at Malo were brutally done 
to death, and another Christian na- 
tive at Fiu was also murdered, The 
crimes were unprovoked, but were 
committed because the islandec be- 
lieved in having a life for a lite. If 
a man belonging to a tribe is killed 
by another tribe there is ne peace 
until the death is avenged, and it gen- 
erally hapnens that the most inoffen- 
sive man in the offending tribe falls 
a vietim. The native who was killed 
at Fiu left the mission station, ne- 
companied by a child, to visit his 
garden some distance away, The 
bushmen came down, chatted with 
him, and they ate food together, Then 
the bushmen suddenly turned on him 
and killed him, to avenge a murder 
committed by his tribe some time 
previously, On sanother oeension, at 
Onepeiu, the head station of the mis- 
sion, a netive erme ond associated 
with the Christion boys, and shortly 
hefore daylight one morning this man 
secured an axe, struck a Christin 
hov on the head, and ran away, The 
injured boy was attended by a lady 
missionary, and subsequently reeov 
ered,

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PRINCE OF IMPOSTERS, 


Counterpart ef Doyle's ‘Twisted Lip” 
is Caught Begging In London. 


Cecil Broun de Smith, the most fa. 
mious of begging impostors, und the 
living counterpart of Sir Conan 
Doyle’s “Man With the Twisted Lip,” 
appeared in public once more at the 
Southwestern Police Court a short 
lime after a period of retirement. 

He is the “paralyzed” beggar who 
was one so familiar and pathetic a 
sight in the city. 

For months he dragged himself 
painiully through the streets with a 
trayful of matches, from the sale of 
which he was supposed to eke out a 
miserable existence. His head hun 
on one side, his face was distorted. 
and his right arm dangled limp and 
useless. 

One vight, after business hours, a 
city detective was amazed to see him 
mounting «the steps of the Crystal 
Palace Failway station two at a time, 
He was watched, and it was found 
that he lved in a substantial villa at 
Norwood, and had a taste for oysters 
and similar luxuries. A term of im- 
prisonmeyt followed, 

On this occasion he was described 
as na vocnlist of Wroughton road, 
Clapham Junction, and was brought 
up on a warrant for the non-payment 
of £83 due to his wife under an ali- 
mony order. 

Some later incidents in his career 
were narrated, It was stated that he 
had been preaching religion at Clap- 
ham common, and had cheated people 
richt and left by posing as a philan- 
thropist. Numerous complaints had 
been received ebout hit. 

The magistrate made an order for 
the immediate payment of the money, 
or three months’ imprisonment in de 
fault.

| even there the melon fereage is prac. 
| tically localized to two posts—Outre- 

mont and Notre Dame de Grace, 
| There are not more than twenty: 
| five farms on the whole Island ot 
Montreal on which these melone are 
| Frown, and the area of enlt'vation, 

despite all the efforts of Canada’s ag. 
ricultural shorps to extend the jndins- 
try, is becoming rather circumscribed 
| than increased, 

The Montreal melon is a true home 

body, and steadfastly refuses to grow 
| elsewhere, no matier what the in- 

ducements and petting offered it. 
| It is curious that the melon, which 
originated in a warm country — Hin- 
dustan being its birthplace—should 
arrive ot its greatest perfection in 
| such a latitude ax Montreal, but it is 
to be remembered that the Montreal 
melon is no heaven-sent gift—it is 
the product of eternal vigilance. Jota 
of hard work and an infinite attention 
to the detnils of cultivation. 

The planting of the seeds is done 
in March in hotbeds. After a fort- 
night or so careful inspection is made 
of the plants, and if progress war- 
rants, they are transplanted into oth. 
er hotbeds. The third transplanting 
comes in late snring, when the planta 
fre put into what are known as the 


| summer hotheds, 
Soon nfter the frames around the 


hotels,

As for the growers, oll devout Cath.

These serve as windbreaks to pre- 
vent the wind from rooting under the

Un to this time the mel- 
one are a glossy green, 

The nrovrese of the netting, whieh 
is carefully noted, determines the ex. 
act time when the melons should be 
picked and sent to market, 

The rrowers take no chances in this 
particnlor, but aim to move their 
melons inst as they rinen, the Mont- 
real melon being particularly suscep. 
tible ta deeay, 

To obviate this every possible pre- 
caution is taken. and the big fellows 
are handled as if in eotton and wool 

Every noth over which the melons 
fre wheeled in wheelborrows is ewent 
amooth and clean, with not a pebble 
or obstruction left. A jolt mav mean 
a bruise, and a bruise meana swift de- 
ery, One can't take chances in dol- 
lar.a-nortion melons, 

Fvery melon is carefully shored up 
with small stones so that the air ean 
reach it from all sides, and there will 
be no earth on the ground during 
| ripening 

When the Montreal melon is nicked 
it shows no sign of contact with the 
earth, Every melon is labeled, and 
they are pecked carefully in large 
baskets holding from eight to twelve 
apiece, Shipments are made exelu. 
sively by express, it being necessary 
to Iand the frvit on the market as 
quickly as possible, 

The season lasts from five to seven 
weeks, Despite the price, the sun-
